Gen- 
eral Philip B. Fleming, federal | 
works administrator, directing | 
him to coordinate all federal agen- | 
cies working on the disaster. 
The letter said: | 
“Dear General Fleming: 
“The disaster caused by the | 
unprecedented floods in the Pa- | 
cific Northwest makes it imper- | 
ative that the full resources of | 
the federal government be mo- | 
bilized immediately to furnish | 
such emergency assistance as | 
ean be made available through 
the various federal agenies. 
The housing and home finance | 
agencies and the corps of en- 
gineers* are already rendering 
emergency assistance, but their 
j}efforts can and should be com- 
plemented by those of other fed- 
eralbagencies. Accordingly, I am« 
directing you to coordinate the 
efforts of all federal agencies in | 
alleviating hardship and suffer- 
ing caused by this disaster. 
“All federal agencies will co- 
operate with state and local gov- 
ernments and relief agencies and 
render such assistance as may 
be within the power and author- 
ity of the federal government. 
“I am also requesting that 
you, together with the secretary
